He quoted Willis 
as saying Johnson was shot 
following an argument, but 
the nature of the disagree- 
ment was not revéaled. The 
shooting occurred at 
Willis’ home about 15 miles 
east of Elba. 

Funeral services for 
Johnson were conducted 
Tuesday morning at 10 
o’clock, Burial was in the 
Elba Evergreen Cemetery.

1963 Hunting Season 


On many occasions we 
have written about the fish- 
ing opportunities to be 
found in the rivers, fresh- 
water lakes and along the 
Gulf Coast of Alabama. Now 
that the hunting season is 
almost on us, I visited the 
Department of Conser- 
vation, located in the State 
Capitol, and gathered some 
information on this equally 
attractive sport, 

I was amazed to learn 


Just how many hunting 
areas there are in this 
State, not to mention the 


thousands of acres of pri- 
vate land loaded with game, 


Because of favorable 
weather conditions this 
year a bumper crop of 


quail, dove, waterfowl, de- 
er, squirrel and rabbit are 
expected, 

Here are some of the 
management areas and the 
counties they cover, InNo- 
rth Alabama you will find 
managed hunting areas in 
Lauderdale, Franklin, Col- 
bert, Limestone, Jackson, 
Winston, Marshall, Walker 
and Cleburne Counties. In 
Central Alabama the fol- 
lowing counties are includ- 
ed: Bibb, Hale, Perry, Coo- 
Sa, Clay and Talladega. 
In South Alabama there are 
seven counties in managed 
hunting areas - Clarke, 
Washington, Mobile, But- 
ler, Covington, Geneva and 
Barbour, 

For complete informa- 
tion on these areas I wou- 
ld suggest you write to the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation, Game _ and 
Fish Division, Montgom- 
ery. Those folks will send 
you a color brochure and 
map outlining each one, 


along with this year’s 
hunting rules, 

Space doesn’t permit 
listing all the hunting sea- 
sons and bag limits, but 
here are a few of the more 
popular, The deer season 
will open in most sections 
of the state on November 
9 and close on January 1, 
1964, In some areas it will 
again open on March 20, 
1964, and close on April 
20 for a Spring season. 
The bag limits are one a 
day and three a season. 
BOB WHITE QUAIL: No- 
vember 20 to February 29 
with a bag limit of ten a 
day and ten in possession, 
SQUIRREL: North of High- 
way 80 the season is from 
October 15 to January 1 
and south of Highway 80 
it is from November 1 to 
January 15, 1964, The lim- 
it is eight a day and eight in 
your possession. RABBIT; 
October 15-February 20, 
Limit is six a day. The 
DOVE season is going to 
again be divided this year. 
The first part of the sea- 
son will be October | - 
November 9 and the sec- 
ond part will be Decem- 
ber 12 - January 10, Hunt- 
ing will be permitted from 
12;00 noon until sunset and 
the limit will be ten a 
day and ten in your posses- 
sion, ; 

Hunting is a great sport 
and thousands of Alabam- 
ians will participate in it 
during the coming months, 
so keep the rules of the 
game in mind and always 
use caution. Hunting licen- 


ses are $3.00 State, $1.00 
County. Non-resident li- 
censes cost $10.00 for a 
seven day permit or $25 
for an annual permit.

Necessity Of Salt 


Salt is as necessary to 
human life as water. The 
chemistry of the human 
body calls for a salt con- 
centration in the blood to 
be kept constant. 

In those parts of the 
|] world where the population 
lives chiefly on meat or 
fish the year round, salt 
is no great problem as 
the meat and the fish sup- 
ply enough salt. Salt de- 
privation is a problem in 
vast areas of the world 
where meat is scarce and 
people live primarily on a 
vegetarian diet. 

The three billion people 
on earth today consume 
an estimated 80 million 
tons of salt a year. Insome 
areas, people live on an 
average of abouttwo grams 
per day per person; where- 
as in the United States, 
the per capita use of salt 
is 280 grams a day. 

Much salt comes from 
the sea, estimated at 30 
million tons a year. The: 
ocean has been for thou- 
sands of years and still is 
the main source of salt. 
Salt is also mined from 
huge deposits in this and 
other countries, 

In the United States, lar- 
ge quantities of salt are 
produced from natural salt 
lakes, from rock salt, and 


by drilling into deep under- 
ground salt deposits where 
water is pumped in and the 
brine pumped out. Salt is 
also obtained from solar 
pans onthe California coast 
where water is evaporated 
from natural brine by the

Home Sweet Home, that 
Supposed pillar of sanc- 
tuary, is the site of more 
injuries each year than our 
nation’s highways. On the 
average, about 26,000 A- 
mericans are accidently 
killed in their homes each 
year, and four million are 
injured. 

Most of these injuries 
and deaths occur through 
falls - particularly among 
older people, Of the 11,800 
persons who died from falls 
in their homes in 1961, 
10,000 were age 64 and 
over. 

For the most part, these 
falls among older people 
occur at floor level-not 
from high places such as 
a ladder or roof, and, in 
general, they are easily 
preventable. When you can 
answer yes Co the following 
questions, then you have 
set the pattern for safety 
proofing your home against 
accidents of the aging.

* Do you have a light 
switch by the bed and flash- 
lights at all needed areas, 
and are your lights bright 
enough to compensate for 
the dimmer vision of olde 
eyes? 

* Do you know and, if 
so, do you make use of the 
knowledge that older people 
should sit a moment on the 
edge of the bed before ris- 
ing, that they should stand 
still an instant after com- 
ing to their feet to prevent 
any accidents from possi- 
ble dizziness?
